BEIRUT' Dec. 26 (Agencies) — An 
Israeli nnKtary unit raided a U.N.-patrolled 
area in- southern Lebanon and blew up a 
house early Friday, seriously wounding three 
Lebanese villagers, Lebanese authorities 
reported. They said rightist Lebanese Christ- 
ian militiamen in the border enclave provided 
cover for the raiding Israeli unit into the 
southern- Lebanese village of Hadatha, (6 
kilometers north of rite Israeli frontier. 

The three injured villagers were taken by 
the lrish battaliion of the U_N. Interim Force 
in Lebanon to a hospital at the U.N. field 
h eadq uarters town of Naqoura after the 
withdrawal of the Israeli raiding party, 
authorities said. 

They reported the raiders infiltrated into 
Hadatha from the Christian militia- 
controlled town of Beit Yahoun and used the 
same Hadatha- Beit Yahoun track in their 
return after blowing up one house. Another 
adjacent house was also damaged as a result 
of explosion. 

This was the second such raid into 
UNFIL- policed areas in the south in nine' 
days. The first was mounted into the village of 
Barashit. eight kilometers east of Hadatha, 
i on Dec. IS, when three villagers were killed 
: and a dozen bouses blown up because of chil- 
dren of the villagers helped Palestinian com-

‘ radio said there had been heavy shelling in 
various parts of the town Thursday. 

Fighting started last Sunday after civic 
i leaders in Zahle refused to surrender gunmen 
r who killed five Syrian soldiers in an ambush 
" the previous day. Political leaders have held 
intenrive negotiations to ease the situation. 
About 30,000 Syrian troops have been in 
Lebanon as an Arab Deterrent Force ( ADF) 
since they intervened to end the 1975-76 dvfl 
war. 

France has expressed its concern about 
fighting in Zahle and announced it had taken 
the matter up last Sunday with the Syrian 
government 

A foreign ministry communique said the 
situation in Zahle threatened the lives of 
civilians and the authority of the Lebanese 
I government. It also said France was in con- 
tad with the Lebanese government and was 
frfiowing events dosely. Several French 
politicians, induding national assembly vice 
.piynadent Bernard Stasi and Gaullist leader 
Jacques Chime , have condemned the Syrian 
bombardment of the Christian Lebanese 
town and called on the French government to 
tp^soine action.

Prince Sultan, chairman of. the summit’s 
organizing committee, said it will have 
special significance for Muslims as it is 
being opened in the holy places, ldanric 
foreign ministers will meet first on Jan. 17, 
to prepare the summit’s agenda, he said. 

Prince Sultan denied foreign reports 
that relations between Saudi Arabia and 
the Yemen Arab Republic were strained. 
He said they were excellent The Council 
of Ministers this week studied the rela- 
tions; Crown Prince Fahd declared 
nothing would undermine the "brotherly 
relations" 

, Prince Sultan also denied reports that 
the Crown Prince had signed a defease 
agreement with Pakistan during his recent 
visit "The only defense treaty we have 
signed,’’ Prince Sultan declared, “is the 
Arab Joint Defence Agreement" This 
faHs under the auspices of the Arab 
League.. 

Information Minister Dr. Muhammad 
AbdoYamani also said the summit will be 
of crucial importance to Muslims and a 
fundamental event in the new Hijrab cen- 
tury, the fifteenth. Dr. Yamani said the 
summi t wiU open in the Holy Haram of 
Mecca, the holiest place of the Muslim 
world. 

The information minister said the sum- 
mit win lead to an Islamic league of states, 
tyhich WiU eventually become a powerful 
interaatipnal bloc to solve inter Islamic 
pr^^ Tztgf’^wesegt .ty.gtid .community 
appreciates * the 'present International 
trend toward blocs of countries. The 
summit wiU include 40 as well as four 
observers. 

Saudi Arabia, Dr. Yamani added, has 
especially qualified to host the summit 
with its stables moderate and independent 
policies and constant efforts to mediate 
between Islamic states. AH, be said, are 
also eager to see it held in the holy places. 

King Khaled and Crown Prince Fahd, 
he added, are held in high regard by the 
other heads of state who appreciate then- 
services to Islam. The Iraq- Iran war will 
be considered by the heads of state, he 
said, as it was at the recent Arab summit in 
Amman, where it had been treated 
frankly and objectively to produce conclu- 
sions which, if implemented, could have 
ended the fighting. 

“Iran has responded positively to the 
appeal of the Arab summit ” the minister 
said, “And it is again dedaring its willing- 
ness to talk and negotiate a peaceful set- 
tlement which means," Dr. Yamani said, 
“we need a proper strategy to convince 
our brothers in Iran there is no point in 
continuing the war which has last so long, 
so seriously and disturbed all Muslims" 

The Islamic leadera, he declared, must 
create a comprehensive Islamic strategy to 
prevent such wars in the future. 

Saudi Arabia’s ministry of information 
has a master plan far foreign and domestic 
press coverage of the summit with full 
facilities for journalists to file their stories 
and photographs with ease.

Soviets seek ICRC help 
to locate missing troops

ISLAMABAD, Dec. 26 -r The 
Soviet Union is in toudh with the Intemar 
tional Committee of Red Cross (ICRC) to 
locate here missing soldiers in Afghanistan 
who might have been killed or taken prison- 
ers by Mujahideen fighting the Communist 
regime, an ICRC official told AraA News. 

Jean Courvotsier, the leader of ICRC 
delegation to Pakistan however said that the . 
initiative in this regard had been taken by 
Geneva headquarters of Red Ooss which 
offered its services to Soviet National Red 
Cross Society far locating the misang Rus- 
sian soldiers and confirm the deaths. 

The official said his organization had taken 
the initiative only after some prominent 
Afghan fi ghtin g groups had conveyed their 
willingness to observe the spirit of article 
number three of Geneva conventions which 
■relates to respect of prisoners of war. 

Emphasizing complete neutrality of Red 
Cross in the militar y conflicts, the official 
tha t his organization considered it "a 
duty to transmit all lands of information 
about prisoners of war." 

Courvoisier said the Red Cross could also_ 
help an exchange of prisoners between the 


two sides in view of the fact that Mujahideen 
too would like to secure release of some of 
their leaders now in Kabul prisons. To facili- 
tate such an exchange, he added, the prison- 
ers could be shifted to a neutral country and 
in this connection cited the Swiss role in 
Worid War IL 

There were unconfirmed reports here that 
Mujahideen were selling identification 
documents of dead or captured Soviet milit- 
ary personnel to some Red Cross officials but 
Courvoisier denied any such deal The fight- 
ers who badly need weapons and ammunition 
were reportedly demanding a high price for 
identity cards of Russian soldiers. Some such 
identity cards had been produced in interna- 
tional press and one of the fighting groups 
had even released the photographs of some 
Russian prisoners. 

There were no confirmed reports about the 
number of such Russian POWs with the 
Mujahideen. With their limited resources 
and hit and run strategy, maintenance of 
prisoners was apparently difficult far the 
fighters but it could not be ruled out entirely. 

The Red Cross official was appredamre of 
Mujahideen, Who were neither a signatory to 
Geneva convention nor a regular f i g hting 
force but were ready to implement the spirit . 
of war conventions.

MANILA, Dec. 26 — President Ferdinand 
Marcos Friday said he was “desperate" and 
ready to go to Saudi Arabia and ask King 
Khaled to resume oil supplies to the Philip- 
pines, adding that he was still ready to visit 
Riyadh the moment his majesty granted him 
an audience. 

This was disclosed by the president after he 
and the first lady, Mrs. Imelda R. Marcos, 
saw off Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani, who left fpr home after a four-day 
private visit 

Yamani arrived in Manila on the eve of the 
announcement through front page editorials 
in all the major national dailies that Saudi 
Arabia has agreed to resume its oil supply 
“after a through explanation" of the mis- 
understanding of the Muslim problem in 
Mindanao. 

"1 was desperate,” Marcos said when Saudi 
Arabia cancelled the govern mem- to- 
g overament contract for the supply of 1 0,000 
barrels of oil a day to the Philippines. “ In fact 
I was ready to go to Riyadh at any moment if 
His Majesty, King Khaled, is available to 
grant me an audience " the president said. 

Saudi Arabia is the source of some 30 per 
cent of Philippine oil requirements, getting 
10,000 barrels on a govern meat- to- 
gov eminent bass and another 56,000 barrels 
daily from the private sector. 

He said Yamanf s visit and that of three 
other Arab oil ministers before him virtually 
assured the Philippines of enough crude for 
1981. At the same time, the visits also

enhanced the country’s chances of procuring 
additional oil from Arab countries, Marcos 
said. 

Those who preceded Yamani in 'coming to 
Manila after attending the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) oil 
ministers’ meeting in Bali, Indonesia, were 
Sheikh Khalifa al-Sabah of Kuwait. Tayeh 
Adul-Karim of Iraq and Dr. Mane Saeed 
al-Otaiba of the United Arab Emirates. 

Expressing optimism that the Philippines 
could weather a projected oil crisis next year, 
Marcos said he believed the country would be 
able to maintain the 1979 oil consumption 
level of 240.000 barrels a day. The Philip- 
pines could even do away with the 1 0 per cent 
cut in consumption this year, he said. 

In his meetings with the Arab oil ministers, 
Marcos said that aside from discussing the 
purchase of additional crude, he was able to 
explain to them “all of those misunderstand- 
ing about the Mindanao situation

Chinese premier invited 


PEKING, Dec. 26 (R) — Chinese Premier 
Zhao Ziyang has accepted an invitation to 
visit Pakistan, probably in the coming year. 
Pakistani sources said. The invitation was 
given to Zhao Thursday by Foreign Mmister . 
Agha Shahi, who left Peking for Hong Kong 
later Friday after a three-day visit to China. 
Premier Zhao wfl] visit Thailand at the end of 
January and is likely to go to Burma at about 
the same time, diplomatic sources said. 

Shahi had two rounds of talks lasting nearly 
seven hours with Chinese Foreign Minister 
Huang Hua and a meeting lasting more than 
two hours with Communist Party Vi ce- 
di airman Deng Xiaoping. But he did not see 
party Chairman Hua Guofeng, who as pre- 
mier was host to Pakistan's President Zia- 
ul-Haq during a state visit to Peking last May. 
Hua, who resigned the premiership in Sep- 
tember, may also soon step down as party 
leader. 

Pakistani sources said Shahi* s visit had 
been “very good with very wide-ranging dis- 


cussions of all the problems." They said the 
Chinese appeared to share most of Pakistan's 
perceptions and concerns on matters ranging 
from the Gulf and Afghanistan to Southeast 
Asia. Chinese aid for Pakistan had not been a 
topic, they said. •- 

M_A. B ha tty, Pakistan's additional foreign 
secretary, said Shahi came as part of a fre- 
quent exchange of views between the two 
neighboring countries. He said there had 
been new events since Zia visited China in 
May. 

“One which worries us and China is the 
situation in the Gulf, the conflict there,” he 
told a reporter. He said Shahi had explained 
Zia’s efforts to mediate in the Iran- Iraq war, 
in which each side feels it could suffer badly 
by yielding. 

He also said Pakistan expected and hoped 
the United Nations secretary general could 
play a role in solving the Afghanistan ques- 
tion.

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Education officials 
discuss cooperation 
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DAMMAM, Dec. 26 (SPA} — Dr. 
Muhammad Said Qahtani, rector of King 
Faisal University, discussed academic coop- 
eration with Chinese Deputy Minister of 
Education Dr. Li Mo here.

Bus lines carried 30m 


RIYADH, Dec. 26 (SPA) - Nearly 3U 
million passengers have used Saudi Public 
Transportation buses since it began offering 
services a year ago, according to Communica- 
tions Minister Sheikh Hussein Mansouri. 

Addressing a mecting of shareholders here 
over the weekend, Mansouri, who is also 
chairman, told the first annual general meet- 
ing that the company has performed satisfac- 
torily and will continue expanding until ser- 
vice is provide throughout the Kingdom. In 
the first year SAPTCO transported 283 mil- 
lion passengers inside the cities and 1 .4 mil- 
lion among cities. The company has 90U 
buses, of which 50 are double deckers, and 
has trailers for use drinking the pilgrimage. 

The company spent SR24 1,494 ,000 in the 
first year out of a budget of $421,735,000 
which enabled it to operate its buses in 
Riyadh, Mecca, Jeddah, Medina, Qasim and 
the eastern Region, as well as services bet- 
ween Mecca, Medina, Jeddah and Taif. 
There are plans for services between 
Riyadh- Mecca Riyadh -Jeddah, Riyadh- 
Qasim, and Riyadb-Dammam. 

These services are backed by a well- 
equipped workshop and maintenance teams, 
which cost SR250 million for spares alone. 
Warehouses are located in Jeddah, Riyadh, 
Dammam, Taif, Mecca, Medina. The com- 
pany has offices and accommodation build- 
ings in several dries. 

Mansouri said earlier this year that the 
company helped improve traffic safety condi- 
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Sheikh Hussein Mansouri 
dons by saving more than 280,000 small cars 
that would have been essential to carry pas- 
sengers inside the dries and between them 
without SAPTCO. 

The company started with a team of fore- 
ign drivers, repairmen and administrators but 
is gradually Saudizing its staff through train- 
ing programs. It is providing management 
courses through lectures and seminars. Man- 
souri said last August that the company had 
invited management experts in Saudi Arabia 
and from abroad to work out an intensive 
training program which later will serve as a 
baas for promoting staff members. It is also 
intended to improve the basic administrative 
standards and the way problems are dealt 
with. 

Most of the training for the first year was 
for drivers and ticket collectors. But the gen- 
eral training progress for the second year was 
designed for Saudi Arabians with academic 
qualifications who will fill the major posts in 
the finance and accounting, marketing, plan- 
ning and administrative departments. A team 
of qualified instructions was recruited. The 
company's training department is being 
expanded and improved in order to form an 
integrated unit, with courses for university 
graduates lasting six months in the Kingdom 
and six months in the United States.

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Sadat vows more ar ms 
to Afghanistan fighters

CAIRO, Dec. 26 (Agencies) — President 
Anwar Sadat, a bitter critic of the Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan, has pledged to send 
more arms to Afghan freedom fighters. Sadat 
gave the pledge in an interview with Cairo 
television on his 62nd birthday. 

■ ** I have sent weapons (to Afghan fighters), 
and I dedare here that I will send more 
weapons,” Sadat said. 

He called on all Egyptians “ To do what 
they can '' to aid the Afghan rebels fighting 
the Soviet- backed regime of Babrak Kannal. 

“ I ask my people to do wliat they can, 
participate in any way they can, to aid the 
people of Afghanistan. I ask them to donate 
what they can, clothes, money, blankets, food 
— to help the Afghan people and refugees. " 
Sadat added. 

Sadat said he timed his appeal with a con- 
ference scheduled to begin in Cairo next 
week to discuss die Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan and Egypt's solidarity with the 
Afghan peoples. The conference is to be held 
at the League of Arab and Islamic Nations, 
formed by Sadat to replace the 2 1 state Arab 
League that was moved from Cairo to Tunis 
by Arab states opposed to Egypt’s peace tre- 
aty with Israel. 

The league has established a special bureau 
for Afghan fighters, and Sadat personally 
deposited approximately $1.4 million in the 
bureau's special fund for the support of the 
rebels, league officials announced last week. 

In his birthday interview Sadat said he 
would be “ opening ray cupboard and send- 
ing dothes to help the refugees deal with the 
harsh weather conditions in their country at 
this time of year. " 

Sadat also spoke of proposed tax and

insurance laws, as well as an amelioration of 
the housing crisis. His only reference to the 
Egyptian- Israeli peace process and the stal- 
led talks on autonomy for die Palestinians in 
Israeli-occupied territories was a reiteration 
that •• the basis for a comprehensive settle- 
ment has been laid, and such a settlement is 
coming, there is no doubt about that. 

“ This indudes a solution to the Palestinian 
problem and peaceful coexistence between 
us and the Israelis,” Sadat was quoted as 
saying.

Bettors, horses 
machinegunned at 
Beirut race track 

BEIRUT, Dec. 26 (AP) - Unknown 
assailants machinegunned bettors and horses 
in Beirut’s mid- city race track at Thursday, 
wounding one man-and forcing a cancellation 
of the Christmas prize race, police reported. 

A spokesman said some 5,000 attendants 
panicked as the gunmen opened up on horses 
lined up at the start for the big race and then 
turned their machine guns on the stands, 
touching off a stampede for exits. 

Many dove for shelter from bullets only to 
be trampled upon, by panicky spectators, but 
no serious injuries were reported in addition 
to the victim suffering the gunshot wound, 
the spokesman added. 

It was the third armed attack in three 
weeks aimed at stopping die races at the 
62-year-old ” place of peace ” track, one of 
the rare spots in the Lebanese capital where 
Muslims and Christians still peacefully coex- 
isted 

The spokesman said the assailants fired 
from the roof of a high-rise apartment build- 
ing overlooking the mile-long, circular course 
on the so-called greenline that drvidet Beirut 
into mostly Muslim and mostly Christian 
halves since the country’s 1975-76 dvil war. 
But none was found when the budding was 
raided by security forces, he added. 

The track, where only Arabian steeds are 
raced and thoroughbreds prohibited, is heav- 
ily guarded by Lebanee police and Syrian 
troops of the Arab Deterrent Force. 

The spokesman said Thursday's attack 
” proved the existence of a group that is try- 
ing to stop the races. But we still don’ t know 
why or how they are managing to penetrate 
the track’s security dragnet. ” 

43 extremists 
held in Turkey 

ISTANBUL. Dec. 26 (AP) Security 
forces arrested 43 suspected urban guerrillas 
and believe they have captured almost all the 
members of a wen-known leftist terrorist 
group, police sources said. The suspects 
belong to Dev-Yol, or “revolutionary left,” 
which is led by university students, sources 
said. 

Dev-Yol controlled several small towns in 
Aria Minor before the bloodless military 
coup SepL 12. Since then, security forces 
have taken back the towns as part of a drive to 
root out terrorism in this NATO-member 
country. 

Police charged the suspects with slaying 23 
opponents and staging a string of bombing 
attacks in the Istanbul area. They found 74 
pistols, a sten gun, a large quantity of ammu n- 
ition, banned leftist books and plans for tei^~ 
rorist attacks on public property and police 
stations, sources said.

Egypt blasts Libyan role in Chad 


CAIRO, Dec. 26 (R) — Egypt has 
denounced Libya's military intervention in 
Chad and called for the withdrawal of all 
Libyan troops from the country. A statement 
by the foreign ministry Thursday expressed 
concern at “the Libyan intervention in Chad 
which threatened the security and stability of 
neighboring African countries.” 

The statement also regretted the failure of 
a 12-nation summit conference in Lagos to 


reach.unanimiry on a communique condemn- 
ing the Libyan intervention. 

Libyan forces helped Chad President 
Goukouni Oueddei defeat rebel forces led by 
foriner Defense Minister Hissene Habre last 
week, ending nine months of dvil war for 
control of the capital N” Djamena. 

Egypt and Libya fought a brief border war 
in 1 977 and have been waging a propaganda 
campaign against each other. 


Peres hits French N- aid to Iraq 


PARIS, Dec. 26 (R) — Israeli opposition 
Leader Shimon Peres Friday criticized 
France's nuclear cooperation with Iraq and 
said that the Middle East might be sitting on 
an atomic volcano before the end of the 
decade. 

“France is making a grave mistake in giving 
Iraq nu dear capacity,” he said in an interview 
with Le Quoddien de Paris newspaper. ‘‘Once 
Iraq possesses thatcapadty, it will be difficult 
to control if’ he daimed. 

“From Israel's point of view, it is not a 


matter of finding technical solutions, but 
political ones to solve this problem. Before 
the end of the decade, several Middle East 
countries will have nudear power. That is 
why we must combine our efforts with those 
erf countries in tfee area to reach a global 
peaceful settlement- before the" Middle East

Eytan.the military’ chief of staff, was about to 
resign over cuts in the defense budget, but 
was persuaded to stay in office rather than 
embarrass the military, an Israeli newspaper 
reported Friday. Military officials dedinded 
to comment on the report, which appeared in 
the daily Maariv. 

MOSCOW, (Rj — The Soviet Union and 
Afghanistan have signed two agreements 
covering economic and technical cooperation 
and Soviet aid in training “national person- 
nel,” the official news agency Tass said. 

TEL AVIV.(R) — New York City Mayor 
Edward Koch toured Jerusalem Thursday 
and advised Israeli leaders to hold on to the 
entire city. Accompanied by Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek. Koch visited various 
sections of the city, including the Israeli west- 
em part and the Arab eastern sector occupied 
by Israel in the 1967 Middle East war. 

RABAT. (R) — Ahmad Taibi Benhima, 
former foreign minister and information 
minister of Morocco, died here Thursday, 
officials said Friday. He was 53.

After Taiwan’s retrocession from Japan, 
the Chinese government continued to mine 
asbestos from Fengtien, and also obtained 
supplies of talc for the paper, rubber and 
pesticide industries. Jade was only discovered 
in the area in 1961. 

Over the past 15 years, highquaBty jade, 
which can be sliced into pieces only two mil- 
limeters thick, has been excavated. Taiwan's 
jade is as hard as that found in Canada pnd 
Korea, but it is greener because of its higher

SAN FRANCISCO (LAI) — Eleanor 
Rossi Crabtree’ s children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren call her die “Mother of 
tiie Windmill.” 

Thousands of other San Franciscans know 
the 75-year-old woman as “The Windmill 
Lady” 

Few 17 years the San Francisco socialite has 
been running a personal campaign to raise 
funds to restore the two giant windmills in 
Golden Gate Park. 

North Windmill, 90 feet high, was built in 
1902. Murphy Windmill, five feet higher, 
went up in 1905. The San Francisco land- 
marks are two of the largest windmills in 
America. . 

The huge windmills pumped water from 
underground springs ■ to irrigate the park 
through the 1930s, About 50 years ago elec- 
trical power supplanted wind power to pump 
the water. 

In time die windmill blades weathered and 
dropped off, and the windmills deteriorated 
until they were in a shambles. 

No one seemed to care until Mrs. Crabtree 
came along. “ Without the windmills there 
would be no Golden Gate Park,” she said.

man-made parks on earth. Trees planted 
from all over the world were weaned on water 
pumped "hy the Windmills.” 

Mm. Crabtree’s late father, Angelo Rossi, 
was Mayor of San Francisco from 1931 to 
1944. And she has lived her entire life kin die 
city. 

“I loved the Windmills when I was a little 
giri,” she said. “ We used to have family picn- 
ics beneath tbem. 

One day 17 years ago 1 was in Golden Gate 
Park and saw the sad state they were in. I" 
decided something had to be done about it I 
went to Oty Hall for help not once but sev- 
eral times and all I got was a runaround. 

Finally one day 1 realized it was no use. one 
at Gty Hall had tiny intention of doing any- 
thing about die Windmills.

chromium content. 

Said Prof. Tan: “Taiwan jade is the best in 
the world in terms of transparency, texture 
and variety of colors, but its reputation has 
been tarnished by improper mining 
methods.” He explained that min ers rely on 
past experience and sheer luck in conducting 
their operations. Because they use high 
explosives, the stone is often cracked, leading 
to the belief that it is not hard enough. 
Another drawback is the lack of dear demar- 
cation between color bands, which reduces 
appeal on export markets. 

The government is now paying attention to 
the importance of Taiwan's jade deposits. 
Last October, some Nl$9 million ($250,000) 
was set aside to improve recovery methods, 
and the Executive Yuan has ordered the 
establishment of a task force to survey dis- 
tribution of the mineral and how best to mar- 
ket it 

Miners have been required to adept more 
advanced techniques, and inspections are 

carried out to make sure that no cracked or 

blemished pieces are exported. 

Prof. Tan, who is in charge of this project, 
said that in the past, only 200 tons of market- 
able jade could be extracted from 1 ,000 tons 
of raw material because of damage caused by 
dynamite blasting. Since less forceful satchel 
charges were used, the damage has been 
.reduced. But the most efficient mining 
method of all, involving the use erf cutting 
machines, win have to wait until sufficient 
funds are available. Prof. Tan said. 

The excavated rock is trucked to Hualien 
for sale to a processing factory. Often, how- 
ever , it is snapped up by eager buyers before 
it reaches its destination. The buyers splash 
the rock with water to determine its color, 
quality and purity. High quality jade sells for 
$30 a kilogram, while low- quality stone can 
o*rfetch$9. 

In the processing factory, the jade is cut. 
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MINING: Taiwan is beDeved to have 
carved and polished. Craftsmen base their 
techniques and designs one examples of the 
ancient artifacts in the National Palace 
Museum in Taipei. In addition to jewelry, 
Taiwan jade is made into Buddha statues, 
screens, incense burners and other artistic 
products. 

Another expen in the field. Prof. Wang 
Chib-ming of the National Taiwan Univer- 
sity’s department of geology, said that each 
year large quantities erf soft jade are shipped 
to Taiwan from Alaska for processing before 
being re-exported. International recognition 
erf Taiwan's expertise in the field came when 
tiie Australian National Museum entrusted a 
local company to carve a 1,000-carat opal 
Buddha. Since one carat of opal is worth 
$700, such a stone can be regarded as a 
national treasure. The processing factory 
worked on the opal day and night under 
heavy guard before tiie statue was finis hed, 
and was shipped to the museum together with 
the pieces left over. The work won high praise 
for the techniques of craftsmen in Taiwan. 

One of the most outstanding contributors 
to Taiwan’s jade processing industry Is Yang 


over half the world's total jade reserves 

Tzu-bung, who has run a processing business 
with his father since he graduated from senior 
high school, and was the first person on the 
island to polish a piece of jade cat’s eye. The 
stone sold for NT $150,000 ($4,200). an 
amount which astonished Hualien’s jade 
industry. 

Thousands of people flocked to a nearby 
abandoned rockpfle and riverbed to look for 
more caf s eye material. In the past more than 
10 years, about $280 million worth of cat's 
eye jade has been sold on the domestic and 
world markets. The variety, only produced in 
Sri Lanka and Taiwan, is preferred in Japan 
and Southeast Asian nations. The Ceylonese 
often fashion a piece into an heirloom, and a 
good stone can be more valuable than an 
equivalent diamond or ruby. One sold for 
180 million yen ($ 800.000) in Japan 
recently. 

The boom in the jade industry has per- 
suaded more and more people to work in the 
field. According to the Hualien Tourist 
Association, more than 300,000 people in 
the area are employed by the jade processing 
industry at present.

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HUNGER STRIKE AT U.N. 

The protest hunger strike declared at the United 
Nations in New York by Arab Mayors Muhammad 
Milhem and Fahd Kawasmeh, who were expelled by 
Israel, is unique in the annals of the international body. 
As the two mayors made dear, it is taking place in the 
United Nations in support and emphasis of the Security 
Council’s demand that they be allowed to return home. 

The timing of tbe hunger strike is also significant. It 
came at a time when families in the West gather together 
to celebrate the birth of Christ and to contemplate the 
message of peace on earth and goodwill to all men. The 
two mayors' action therefore will emphasize the extent 
of Israeli oppression of the Palestinians, who have been 
made to suffer the loss of their home and their national 
rights. 

But if the actions of the mayors of Halhoul and Heb- 
ron will no doubt help to show the Israelis for what they 
are, the question still remains over how effective such an 
action can be. Israel’s rulers have demonstrated again 
and again their imperviousness both to the voice of 
reason and to that of conscience. Yet the weight of the 
international indignation cannot for long remain unfelt, 
and there is in the West a definite change of mood 
regarding Israel and its special pleading, through which 
it has sought to justify its acts of terror against the 
Palestinians. 

The hunger strike at the U.N. is a contribution toward 
this moral fight. And it coincided with tbe joint Saudi- 
Vatican declaration over Jerusalem and the Palesti- 
nians, as well as the tragedy of Lebanon.

WASHINGTON — 

It was the height of the Korean war. As the U^. 
Tenth Amy Corps abandoned a tight position, its 
m m man lier suddenly realized he bad left behind his 
cherished bathtub. “D amn it, AL," he muttered to 
his aide-de-camp. “I don't want no Goddam Chink 
t aking a bath in my cub." 

That night, so the story goes, the young aide 
slipped off behind enemy lines on a daring solo 
mission and with one well-aimed grenade 
demolished the tub. Twenty years later such yams 
were the rage of the Nixon. White Home, where that 
same dashing young officer turned up as aide-de- 
camp to Henry Kissinger, and later to the president 
himself. Disaffected colleagues had another favo- 
rite. this one about the Inchon landings, in which 
die same commander it worried about how to keep 
his bedroll dry, and the same gallant assistant is seen 
wading ashore with it perched on top of his helmet. 

Now that the perennial aide-de-camp is Ronald 
Reagan's nominee for secretary of state, those 
stories are surfacing again, along with many more 
about his roles in Vietnam, Cambodia and Water- 
gate. All of them, say both Mends and enemies, 
point to the central driving force behind the rise of 
Alexander Haig: unquestioning loyalty, born of 
vaulting ambition. 

It was Haig, in April 1970. who told a colleague 
with qualms about the invasion of Cambodia: "If s 
an order from your commander-in-chief." It was 
Haig in October 1973, during Nixons Saturday 
night massacre, who used the same phrase to acting 
Attorney-General William Ruckelshaus. when be 
refused to fire the Watergate special prosecutor. 
Archibald Cox. 

Haig still uses it in self-defense, when asked 
about his role in the Watergate phone-taps, in with- 
holding the White House tapes from Cox s succes- 
sor, Leon Jaworski, and in setting up President 
Ford’s pardon of Nixon. He is a military man, and 
he was obeying orders. 

He’ll have to go a bit further on Jan. 9, when 
Democrats on the Senate Foreign relations Com- 
mittee begin a frontal assault on Haig’s nomination. 
Intent on dragging him through tbe Watergate 
mire, they have retained as their prosecuting coun- 
sel an aggressive Wash ington attorney named Terry 
Lenzer, who performed the same function for Sam 
Ervin's Watergate committee. 

The great unknown quantity, which they are try- 
ing to make known, is an enormous chunk of as yet 
unpublished White House tapes, containing many a 
conversation between Haig and his commander- 
in-chief. On one published tape, he can be heard 
urging Nixon: "Just say you can’t recall...” But the 
Democrats are now a minority, and highly suscept- 
ible to charges of sour grapes. Only a bombshell will 
prevent Haig’ s installation. Given the total lack of 
foreign policy experience among his fellow cabinet 
members, and indeed of his new boss, he is set to 
become one of the most influential secretaries of 
state 'in modem times. 

It is a dizzily rapid rise for a man who spent most

of the 1960s as an obscure Pentagon bureaucrat, 
leaving only when be decided that active service in 
Vietnam would help further his career. 

"The most gallant and extraordinary heroism 
I’ve ever seen in the field" was one comrade-in- 
arms view of Haig' s conduct at the battle of Ap Gu. 
for which he was promoted coloaeL 

la Nixon's final days, Haig was his go-between 
with Vice-President Ford, whom he put in “an 
impossible position*’ by privately mentioning the 
words “resignation ’ and “pardon" in the same sen- 
tence. Ford, according to one of his top aides. Bob 
Hartmann, thought Haig guilty of monstrous 
impropriety". 

As all this is raked over in the Senate next month, 
Haig will have in mind one incomfortable irony. 
When Ford took over the White House, he offered 
the general the post of army chief of staff. Haig 
refused it, opting instead for the supreme command 
of NATO, because the army job required a Senate 
confirmation hearing he was none too keen to face. 
There is not doubt that Haig' s success in the NATO 
post, which has been copiously conveyed from 
Europe to Wasington, is bis key asset in Reagan’s 
eyes. 

The NATO allies are understandably reassured 
by his nomination, but there remain dear doubts 
about Haig’s expertise in other major areas with 
which he will deal, notably the Third World and the 
Middle East. It is also doubtful whether this lifelong 
exponent of other people's ideas and commands 


can metamorphose into an innovator or global 
philosopher. To win the support of the Republican 
Party’s right wing, be has had to disavow detente 
and thus his sometime mentor, Henry Kissinger — 
as be did in a secret meeting on Nov. 13 with 
Senator Jesse Helms, a leading Senate hawk with 
something of a hold over Reagan. 

Haig is also said to have promised Helms he 
would “dean out” the Senate Department and 
appoint conservatives to key policy positions. Anx- 
ieties at the department were further increased 
recently when the transition director, former 
Ambassador Robert Neumann, told a staff meeting 
to expect “a fundamental change of course" and an 
“avowedly nationalistic?' foreign policy. 

Senate Democrats will wish to explore all this 
during tbe bearings, as they will the dangers of 
having a military man dictating foreign policy. Haig, 
the first general at state since George Marshall, 
himself said in a speech last year that he was "gen- 
erally wary" of “the man on horseback" in national 
affairs. 

One oT the main problems, ^kp}e criticism that , 
he is using the State Oepartment as a stepping- 
stone to the White House. For (or eight) years of 
international statesmanship would be the perfect 
springboard for a future candidacy. As a senior 
British NATO officer remarked: “You know, when 
I talk to A1 Haig just conversationally, I always get 
the feeling that in everything he says he is thinking 
about somewhere else — the White House.” 


India’s police in the dock

CALCUTTA — 

The small Bihar town of Bhagalpore - where 31 
men'were allegedly blinded by the police, their ■ 
retinas pierced with bicyde spokes and add pouted 
into the bleeding sockets — pulled down its shutters 
early this month to protest against injustice to 
policemen. 

The " bundh ” or dosure, in which the poliee 
played a leading part, was organized by Bbagai- 
pore’s Citizens' Association and Chamber of 
Commerce. They object to the Bihar government's 
decision to suspend from their jobs die 15 police- 
men accused of the crimes. 

India's Information and Broadcasting Minister, 
Avasant Sadie, tacitly supported the Bhagalpore 
demonstration when he reproved newspapers for 
highlighting such a treaties. " If you blow it up. you 
will demoralize die police force and die administra- 
tion. ” If this seems incredibly callous, it is only part 
of the governmental culture of a country that has 
always pleaded law and order to sanction the most 
outrageous offenses by men in uniform. 

A receody discovered letter written on Nov. 12 
. 1930, by a Punjab civil servant to H.V. Emerson, 
r who was home secretary in tbe Viceroy’s Raj. shows 
that a 1 0-year-old boy was sentenced to three years’ 
rigorous punishment in jail because be bad spoken 


out against police terror in Amritsar. 

Things havq changed little. An amnesty Interna- 
tional report last year conservatively concluded 
" that there is a general pattern of police intimida- 
tion of suspects following arrest and that there is 
reason to believe that the incidence of severel ill- 
treatment during interrogation has not been wholly 
eliminated. " The report gives the names and other 
details of prisoners who were hung from the ceding 
and beaten with rifle butts or hung head down while 
their hair was pulled out and cigarettes burned into 
the soles of their feet. 

Such abuses did not end with Mrs Indira Gandhi* s 
emergency. Not are political prisoners the only vic- 
tims. The supreme court ordered a full investigation 
of conditions on Delhi's Tihar jail in May after 
being convicted of the “ barbarous treatment ’’ of 
inmates. The order followed complaints, by a man 
serving a life sentence for murder, of drug peddling 
by warders. liquor smuggling, theft, bribery, and 
organized prostitution. 

The court bad only a few months earlier found 
the head warder of Tihar guilty of inserting a rod 
smeared with red pepper into the rectum of a pris- 
oner who had refused his demand for about $ 70. 

Conditions vary from state to state. West Bengal 
prisons were recently vindicated in a national sur- 
vey; but among the worst is Madhya Pradesh where 
a death a month is usual. 
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East Germans 
blame 
‘mad Poles’

LONDON - 

East Germany's attitude to the troubles in Poland 
has been among the most hawk-like of the Warsaw 
Pact countries. Nonetheless, East German partj 
leaders strongly favor a political solution rather 
than an invasion. Their reasons are practical rather 
than ideological. 

The serious economic situation in Poland has 
prevented the Comeeon countries from fixing trad- 
ing agreements for the forthcoming five-year plan 
for 1981-85. and the plan will presumably have 10 
come into force without the usual coordination 
talks. Comecoris economic problems have been 
worsened by falling Polish coal production and coal 
exports, and Poland will inevitably draw more on 
the already scarce energy supplies corning from the 
Soviet Union. 

Moreover, an attempted military solution of the 
Polish problems would increase the economic drain 
on East Germany. The East German government is 
therefore ready to come to the rescue of Polish 
comrades with the additional delivery of 1 OO.OOU 
tons of rye, 1 ,000 tons of butter. 200 tons of grits 
(grain food usually made from rye), 100 ions of 
baby food, 70.000 suits and other garments and 
consumer goods. 

An invasion of Poland would also mean an end to 
detente, and East Germany needs detente and the 
economic benefits it brings from the West. Despite 
the barrage of acrimonious propaganda against 
West Germany. inter-German trade continues to 
flourish. 

For example, the East German government 
recently ordered a steam power station from 
Krupps in West Germany in a deal worth about S5U 
million. The restrictions already imposed on West- 
ern visitors to East Germany as a result of the Polish 
crisis mean that visits have declined by 62 per cent. 
This has drastically reduced the amount of Western 
consumer goods being brought into the country. 

East Germany s“ second economy," that is bl3ck 
market dealings, is also strongly affected, making a 
fall in the standard of living inevitable, and thus 
breeding discontenL Shopping has started to return 
to normal since the closure of the East German- 
Polish border. The authorities have apparently 
sought to encourage anti-Polish reaction by delib- 
erately providing more and better consumer goods 
during the Christmas period. 

The improvement in the supply situation suggests 
that it was the Poles who made things bad by buying 
everything on cross- border shopping forays. Talk- 
ing to people in East Beriin it quickly becomes dear 
that nobody regrets the Poles' disappearance from 
East German shops. Many people hold a grudge 
against the “mad Polish" for biting off more than 
they can chew in their reform efforts, thus causing 
restrictions on inter-German travel. 


Weekend newspapers mostly led with Minister of 
Defense and Aviation Prince Sultan's statement in 
which he said Saudi Arabia does not have military 
agreement, except a joint Arab defense and that the 
Kingdom’s relations with the Arab slates are based 
on Islamic fraternity. He also was quoted as saying 
that preparations for the Mecca Islamic summit 
conference would be complete within the next two 
weeks, and have cost SR2 billion . In a lead story, Al 
Yom said the Mecca summit would discuss the end- 
ing of Iraq-Iran war on the basis of the Algerian 
accord. Al Nadwa led with a comprehensive Islamic 
program that would be placed by the Jerusalem 
Committee before the upcoming Islamic summit. 
King Khaled’s messages to the leaders of Kuwait 
the United Arab Emirates, Qatar. Syria and Leba- 
non were described by Al Bilad in its lead story as a 
Saudi Arabian initiative to promote the unity of 
Arab ranks. Al Jazirah gave lead prominence to 
King Khaled's forthcoming visit to Oassim and 
Hail, which have been richly decorated with neon 
lights and triumphal arches to give a tumultuous 
welcome to the monarch. 

Newspapers frontpaged Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud At- Faisal's talks in Rabat with King Hassan 11 
of Morocco on the outcome of the deliberations of 
the Jerusalem Committee. They also reported in 
front-page stories that a" confidential and serious” 
document on Jerusalem would be discussed by the 
.tecca Islamic su mmir. In a page one story , Al Bibut 
and Okaz reported the Afghan revolutionaries have 
shot down eight Soviet helicopters in the Ghazni 


division within the past two weeks, while Al Riyadh 
reported that in fierce dashes aroudnd the Afghan 
capital a Soviet military officer shot and wounded . 
the Afghan Defease Minister. Al Riyadh also gave 
front-page highlight to a statement by tbe Jorda- 
nian ambassador to Saudi Arabia, in which he was 
reported to have reiterated that the Jordan-Syria 
crisis has ended with the complete with drawl of 
then forces from their common borders. Al Yom 
reported fresh d8shes in Beirut. 

Newspaper editorials spoke enthusiastically 
about the coming visit of King Khaled to Qassim . 
and Hail, saying the royal tour is additional evi- 
dence of the governments concern for the require- 
ments of the people. They also described the royal 
visit as an honest expression of solidarity between 
the leader and the people in the country. In an 
editorial, Okaz noted that, in his meetings, with the 
people in any pan of the country, the monarch 
always tries to interpret the concept of a strong link 
with the citizens, while the state prepares plans for 
the progress and welfare of the people. The royal 
visits confirm that the leader and the people are 
bound by a strong cord of solidarity and are leading 
the country firmly toward further progress and 
prosperity. The visit also would symbolize the pic- 
ture of love and loyalty of the people for their 
leaders and would prove that all are members of 
one family within the framework of Islamic faith. 

In an editorial on Prince Sultan’s meeting with 
pressmen, Al Medina observed that the Defense 
Minister told them about the colossal efforts the 


Kingdom is making for tbe preparation of tbe 
Islamic summit conference of Mecca. 1 1 also made a 
reference to an expenditure of SR2 billion for the 
preparation of the conference so it can effectively 
serve its desired objectives and realize the aspira- 
tions of the Islamic world. The paper endorsed the 
minister’s statement that Saudi Arabia's coopera- 
tion with the Arab and Islamic states is a matter 
necessitated by its fraternal relations with those 
countries and the Kingdom would continue to exert 
every possible effort to reinforce its ties with the 
Arab and Islamic world. Referring to tbe dubious 
campaigns of hostile elements, the paper observed 
with a sense of satisfaction that the Kingdom was 
fully aware of them and also knew how to confront 
them. 

Dealing with the Third Islamic summit confer- 
ence,' and the Defense Minister s statement on its 
preparation, Al Riyadh noted that the conference 
would produce a positive effect on tbe progress and 
development of the Islamic nation. The paper high- 
lighted the minister s reference to the formation of 
an Islamic military strategy side by side with a polit- 
ical strategy. It added that both strategies were 
complementary to each other. In regard to the ten- 
dentious campaigns of hostile cirdcs, the paper said 
they only aim at creating dissension among the 
states of the Islamic worid. The conference has 
already begun to prepare for the confrontation of 
such tirades and it would be the task of the Islamic 
media to give a befitting reply to malicious attacks 


on the Islamic worid. 

Dealing with the Saudi Arabian initiative for the 
unity and solidarity of the Arab and Islamic worid. 
Al Bilad noted that the Kingdom works on these 
lines out of its total conviction of the major role tbe 
Arab and Islamic worid has to play to confront the 


blatant challenges before it. The restoration of 
Arab and Islamic might is considered a prominent 
role and, with this aim in view, Saudi Arabia is 
making concerted efforts as from now for the com- 
plete success of the Islamic summit conference of 
Mecca, the paper added. 
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U.S. professors protest Israeli repression

In the several days following die Begin 

■ government’s December 5, 1980 expulsion 
* of Palestinian mayors Fahd JKawasmeh and 

Mohammed Nfilhem, CBS, ABC and UPI 
were targets of such actions as they attempted 
; to cover the widespread protest in West Bank 
towns and villages. AAUG President Dr. 
Khalil Nakhleh noted that: * l Not only are 

■ such actions extremely damaging to the abil- 
ity of the press to fulfill its responsibilities to 
its readership, but they also place the popula- 

■ tion of the West Bank in serious jeopardy, 
both because the Israeli army can operate in 
an unrestrained mann er and because confis- 

. cared interviews and films can subject Pales- 
tinians to detention, interrogation and 
imprisonment.'’ 

The Israeli military government! s attemp- 
ted “justification" — that the presence of the 
press provokes demonstrations — ignores 
both die thirteen-year history of West Bank 
resistance to occupation, which, whether 
through commercial strikes, student protests, 
town assemblies or mass demonstrations, has 
been both consistent and largely unreported 
in the West, and the recent series of assaults 
by die Israeli military government on West 
Bank institutions, leaders and popular organ- 
izations. This “iron fist’ policy, which dates 
roughly from May 1980, has created intoler- 
able conditions in universities, schools and 
among the general population that have gen- 
erated this new round of resistance. 

The experience of an AAUG-sponsored 
fact-finding delegation of American academ- 
ics, which visited West Bank universities 
from November 24-30, 1980, parallels the 
crackdown on the press. While driving past 
Kadri Toquan High School in Nablus on 
November 26, 1980, members of this group 
attempted to photograph frightened students 
trapped inride die school and surrounded by 
the Israeli army. Soldiers confiscated the film 
and seized the identification papers of the 
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Arab driver of the bus. Later, a military 
spokesman, as. reported in the November 27 
Jerusalem Past transformed the siege of the 
students, who the delegation observed inside 
their school into a “two hour melee" in the 
street in which the soldiers “finally opened 
fire " Israeli soldiers shot two students in this 
incident. 

The report of the AAUG fact -finding party 
has now bem released:

Bank were part of a general Palestinian resis- 
tance to military occupation, but must be 
understood specifically in terms of the crippl- 
ing restrictions place on higher education by 
military authorities. Military order no. 854, 
issued on My 6, 1980 in particular extends to 
institutions of higher learning a whole series 
of regulations which previously applied to 
elementary and secondary schools. 

“These indude an extensive censorship erf 
teaching materials (more than eleven 
hundred books of various types are specifi- 
cally forbidden for use in classrooms as well 
as possession by individuals), onerous restric- 


tions on formal lectures and extracurricular 
programs and events. The recent student pro- 
tests at Birzeit University, for instance, chal- 
lenged a ban by the military government on 
the celebration of Palestine Week, a cultural 
event whose most provocative feature turned 
oat to be the representation of the Palestinian 
flag in certain student paintings. Meanwhile, 
all lectures by visitors and outside speakers 
must be approved submitted one month in 
advance. Compliance with these regulations, 
does not, of course, ensure the approval of 
such events, which axe frequently forbidden 
arbitrarily and without further explanation, 
on flie summary grounds of Israeli “sec- 
urity." 

“Even more serious than such forms of 
harassment and provocation, even more 
demaging to the pursuit of education than the 
systematic military control and censorship of 
the curriculum, is a whole range of restric- 
tions on the freedom of individual students 
and faculty members, from random detention 
to the denial of work permits, the suspension 
of expulsion of students from school, restric- 
tions on freedom of movement, and in some 
cases the outright expulsion erf students of 
faculty. At Al-Najah University in Nablus, - 
for instance, faculty work permits which were 
at best renewable annually have gradually 
been reduced to periods of six months and in 
some cases even to one month or two-week 
durations. It is obviously extremely difficult 
for such institutions to reentit faculty when 
the latter can never be sure that their work 
permits will not be revoked without explana- 
tion in dm middle of the academic semester. 
Thus, at Birzeit University this week, Jawad 
Baxghouti, Professor of Cultural Studies, 
who left North Carolina State University at 
Raleigh to teach on the West Bank, found his 
work permit denied, effective immediately, 
after he had begun to teach. 

‘’The arbitrary denial of permits extends 
beyond the harassment erf individuals, how- 
ever, and is aimed specifically at preventing 
the organization and creation of a whole 
range of associations and groups. It can be 
used to delay or prohibit the institution of 
new programs: at Al-Najah the request for 
permission to open an agricultural school has 
been denied for several years without expla- 


nation (agriculture is of course a particularly 
sensitive field of study, in the West Bank, 
where the Begin settlement policy is aimed at 
preempting or confiscating Palestinian farm- 
land and water resources). Meanwhile, the 
very operation and continued existence of the 
West Bank institutions of higher learning 
. must be reapproved annually by the military 
government. 

“The major targets of such refusals to 
license new organizations are clearly students 
and professional associations (particularly 
insofar as these imply wider contact and 
ooemuni cation between the* various, om=. 
puses) as well as labor unions. This is pan of a 

systematic effort to hamper the development 
of Palestinian community organization, 
which has also included the detention or 
expulsion of some of the mayors and the 
“town arrest” of major community leaders. 
The intensification of this repression can be 
dated from the announcement of the so- 
called “iron fist” policy by the Begin Gov- 
ernment in May 1 980, subsequent to die sign- 
ing of the Camp David Accords. 

“Palestinian Universities also suffer from a 
tax status under which, unlike Israeli Univer- 
sities, laboratory equipment and teaching 
materials, even when these have been 
approved by the military authorities, and 
sometimes after delays as long as three years 
in delivery, are subject to onerous customs 
duties and taxes sometimes 100 of their 
value. 

“Paradoxically, these repressive measures, 
which crytaQize in Order no. 854, have 
brought about the opposite of what they were 
intended to achieve: far from order and sub- 
mission, they have resulted in a renewal of 
Palestinian national consciousness and resis- 
tance, as the recent mass demonstrations 
show. These measures are of course an 
integral part erf the more general repressive 
atmosphere of daily life under military occu- 
pation. Yet more specifically they destablize 
higher education, which is one of the key 
resources of th$ -Palestinian people. We ask 
that they be repealed immediately, and that 
academics from other countries and people of 
good will generally join us in denouncing 
these measures and in making them more 
widely known to world public opinion."

Hitler successor Doenitz 


AUMUEHLE, West Germany, Dec. 26 
(R) — Former Grand A dmir al Kari Doenitz, 
the man who succeeded Adolf Hitler in 1945 
and agreed to Nazi Germany's unconditional 
surrender, died here Wednesday night, his 
housekeeper has reported. He was 89. 

Doenitz, commander of Germany's 
U-boats during Worid War II, died at his 
house in this north German village near 
Hamburg. He had been ill for several months 
and spent some time in a hospital last month, 
his housekeeper said. 

TTie tall, stiff-necked admiral announced 
Hitler* s deadi in a broadcast to the German 
people on May 1, 1945 and told them the 
Fuehrer had appointed him as his successor. 
He immediately tried to negotiate a surren- 
der and later, authorised. Gen. Alfred Jodi to 
sign (he 'unconditional surrender demanded 
by the American allied commander, Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower. 

The grand admiral was one of the war's 
fiercest and „ most feared German naval 
commanders. He had a fanatical faith in sub-

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 26 (AP) — The 
military government that overthrew Presi- 
dent Isabel Peron in 1 976 has lifted an execu- 
tive order under which she was imprisoned. 
The action leaves the issue of her freedom for 
the courts to decide. 

Peronist Party sources explained that the 
government had “removed one of the two 
locks” keeping Mis. Peron, 49, under house 
arrest at an estate in nearby San Vicente. She 
remains there on the independent oiders of 
two federal judges trying her for corruption 
in office. 

The trials are in recess until the end of a 
long judicial holiday which ends Feb. 1. But 
the party sources said President Joige Videla, 
who led the coup against Mrs. Peron, appar- 
ently wants them finished before his five-year 
term ends in March. 

Mrs. Peron .arrested the day of the military 
takeover, was sentenced to prison on three of 
the four corruption charges growing out of 
her 21-month presidency, which she inher- 
ited from her late husband, populist dictator 
Juan Peron. Prosecutors have not yet asked 
for a sentence in the fourth case. 

She is 1 accused of diverting $1 million 
intended for flood vidtrns into her private 
bank account, signing a 5700,000 check for a 
charity fund into the account, permitting 
irregularities iu the construction of a 
musoleum for her husband's remains, and 
transferring a state building to the Peronist 
Party. 

Even if she is convicted, defense lawyers 
expect Mrs. Peron’ s prompt release on 
grounds that her five-year detention makes 
her eligible for parole.

Bokassa condemned to die 


BANGUI, Dec. 26 (AFP) — The former 
emperor of Central Africa, Jean Bedel 
Bokassa , was condemned to death in absentia 
this week at a trial that highlighted some of 
the gruesome features of his reign. It also 
revealed the ex-Frendi colonial army ser- 
geant’s need to embellish his humbe origins 
with tides like" president for life. ” Even his 
birthdate was arbitrarily chosen and his first 
name an invention. 

Bokassa. in exile in Ivory Coast since his 
overthrow in a French-backed coup in Sep- 
tember last year, faced 1 3 charges, including 
cannibalism, murder, concealing corpses and 
embezzlement of public funds. The court, 
which' also condemned to death several 
members of Bokassa' s entourage not already 
convicted in previous trials, heard how in 
1973 Bokassa ordered the ears to be cutoff 
anyone caught stealing, and how a mass beat- 
ing was carried out in his presence and 
according to his instructions. 

The 30 prisoners victim of that beating 
were left unconscious in the yard of Xanluf s 
Jafl. Bokassa also had the dead bodies of 
thieves exposed to public view in one of the 
main squares of the Central African capital. 

When on the day after his downfall, the 
gates of the notorious Ngaragba Jail were 


opened, two men. Polycarpe Gbaguili and 
Jean-Pie ere Kombet, who is now secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, were freed after 
spending respectively 11 and nine years 
inside. In that jail, Bokassa would sometimes 
order that prisoners be given live chickens 
and cattle to eat 

Witnesses repeatedly testified that 
Bokassa’ s corruption also extended to the 
public till. He personally acquired several 
country bouses in France, Belgium and in 
Switzerland, where his family also owned 
hotels, cafes and restaurants. Bokassa 
expropriated aid given to his country from 
abroad totaling about 51 million. 

During his reign, some $5 million was 
drawn from the country’s various state and 
semi-state corporations into his personal cof- 
fers. 

For each trip abroad, he received about 
5800,000, and for a visit to South Korea, he 
received $3 50 millions. Meanwhile. 
Bokassa' s debts grew to more than $50 mil- 
lion. 

From his rise to power in a coup d'etat 
onwards, he gradually and thoroughly 
eliminating all those he suspected ,of plotting 
against him, which meant death for some of 
bis comrades in arms. 


Siberian cold wave keeps U.S. shivering

NEW YORK. Dec. 26 (AP) — Frozen 
traffic lights and dead car batteries caused 
traffic accidents Thursday as a record- 
breaking cold front swept in from Siberia to 
the United States. 

The cold played havoc with one annual 
historical observance. It was so frigid in 
Pennsylvania that Philadelphians were 
forced to abandon their boats and mark 
George Washington's crossing of the Delaw- 
are River by marching across a bridge. 


Thursday's lowest set records in Pennsyl- 
vania, New York, Connecticut, New Jersey, 
Illinois and Maine. Below-zero readings in 
Massachusetts were the lowest in more than a 
century, and the reading of 41 below zero 
(Fahrenheit) in north Stratford, New Hamp- 
shire, was file unofficial low for New Eng- 
land. 

New Hampshire forecasters blamed the 
cold on bigfa-pressure front that drifted in 
from Siberia and settled over the northeast 


and the Ohio and Mississippi river valleys.

Debt whittles down promises of Liberia revolution 
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Turkeys content as museum pieces

MONROVIA, Liberia Dec. 26 (WP) — 
This west African country’s 8-month- old 

government, which took power amid popular 
demands for a more equal distribution of 
wealth, has had to make stringent cutbacks to 
prevent economic collapse while warning 
Liberians that austerity is all they can eixpect 
for the foreseeable future. • 

The 17 young noncommissioned officers 
and privates who toppled President William 
Tolbert in a bloody coup in April, soon found 
they had taken over a government on the 
verge of insolvency. 

After the coup and the grisly executions of 
13 former government officials, jailing at 
political foes and an acknowledged crisis of 

confidence in the ruling military People's 
Redemption Council. Liberia's sources of 
vitally needed foreign credits dried up over- 
night. 

As in many coups in Africa in the past two 
decades, a chief reason given by the Liberian 
soldiers to justify their takeover was the 
deteriorating economy, under which only a 
corrupt minority lived decently. But like 
other coup-makers, Liberia's soldier-rulers 
have found that blood and bullets do not 
ensure a better economy. One pessimistic 
banka - said the country “is headed the way of 
Ghana.” Liberia’s west African neighbor in 
severe economic distress. 

Recently, however, Liberia won 
emergency aid from the United States and 
Western Europe following the adoption of an 
Internationa] ! Monetary Fund . stabilization 
plan. In September, the IMF agreed to pump 
$85 million into the country over the next two 
years and Western creditors are expected to 
reschedule payment of the existing $800 mil- 
lion debt Still, bankers say the Liberian 
economy immediately needs $80 milli ng to 
stabilize. 

Liberia, historically dose to the United 
States, has begun a search for a large cash 
infusion from other sources. A high official 
civilian delegation recently visited Libya 
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after radical leader Muammar Gaddafi 
offered aid. 

In what Richard Moose, U.S. -assistant sec- 
retary of state for Africa, called a “courage- 
ous speech,’’ Liberia's 28-year-old head of 
state, Master SgL Samuel Doe told Liberians 
candidly last month about the near economic 
ruin they face. 

Besides the $800 million debt. Doe said 


revenues from Liberia’s iron ore exports, 60 
per cent of die country’s $2 50 million annual 
earnings, were steadily dropping because of a 
recesaon in the world’s steel industries. The 
govemmenfs budget this year stands at $325 
million while expected earnings, with aid 
grants, are only $240 million. 

The country's three iron ore mining com- 
panies could go bankrupt. Doe indicated in 
his speech, leaving distitutc some “25,000 
Liberians who are either employees or 
dependents.” 

The only bright spot in Liberia’s exports is 
a 33 per cent jump in world prictjs far raw 
rubber, the country’s second revenue earner, 
produced on plantations owned by Firestone, 
Goodrich and UniroyaL 

Liberia's labor union have become restive 
since the coup and a nervous redemption 
council has sided with the foreign companies 
operating here. Some 15,000 rubber-tree 
tappers at Firestone’s million-acre planta- 
tion, halted a strike recently when the gov- 
ernment said rt would honor wage agree- 
ments readied under Tolben. The workers 
sought a doubling of this 57 5- a- week wages. 

The country’s problems were aggravated 
when Doe, seeking popularity immediately 
after the coup, raised army privates* base pay 
from $100 to $250 a month and the lowest 
paid cavil servants from $100 to $200. 

Doe came to power in a coup that followed 
a year of tenaon after riots in Monrovia in 
April 1979 over a Tolbert proposal to raise

the price of rioe, the urban population’s sta- 
ple food. Although they took power repres- 
enting Liberia S “have-not” majority of indi- 
genous Africans against a tiny elite caste of 
ruling descendants »f former American 
slaves who founded the country in the 19th 
century. Doe and his army colleagues have 
become fiscal conservatives. 

They have banned strikes, a 

forced national bond savings program for all 
wage earners beginning in January and inde- 
finitely frozen government hiring . Tension 
was reduced last month when Doe freed 27 
political prisoners but there are still about a 
hundred, inducting Adolphus Tolert, eldest 
sou of the slain president. 

“There is confidence now (among U.S. 
banks) and in Washington that the 
(economic) problems here are manageable," 
Moose said recently after talks with Doe. 
“Liberia retains its place in the larger, free 
co ram er dal- fin an ri al life of the west,” said 
Moose, who was on his fourth trip to Mon- 
rovia since the coup. 

But, although the United States has lent 
and given Liberia $27 million since April, 
Foreign Minister Gabriel Baccus Matthews 
said: “We believe here that the United States 
government could have done more.” 

In a blunt acknowledgement of a “confi- 
dence crisis” in his government. Doe said in 
November that “random harassment of 
members of the business and banking com- 
munities by men in arms”.

They have food, water, room to roam and 
their choice of simultaneaously running TV 
programs. Their screen-doored gallery has a 


baric gray decor, cheered by one color set, the 
birds’ marvelously iridescent feathers and 
their wrinkled heads and wattles that change 
from red to blue, dep ending on how the ■ thr- 
keys are feeling. Bathroom facilities are 
rather primitive, but turkey droppings blend 
harmoniously with crumbling concrete, aes- 
thetically speaking. 

Vostell, an artist of international repute, 
has a history of casting expensive devices in 
concrete to “cancel their presence." Televi- 
rion sets are a favorite target, but he once 
sealed an entire Cadillac in cement in 
Chicago. At the institute, some of the sets are 
dead or completely covered in concrete, but 
most have at least part of their screens 
exposed. 





Haiti boasts aid donors back its policies

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haitil Dec. 26 ( WP) 
— In the midst of a serious political and 
economic crisis, Haiti's authoritarian gov- 
ernment is using foreign aid to tighten its hold 
on this country, despite the efforts of its most 
important donor, the United Statees. 

At a recent meeting of Western nations 
and agencies financing Haiti’s survival, the 
donors pledged. a record amount of aid to 
President-for-hfe Jean Claude Duvalier. But 
while the donors had been unwilling to play 
politics with their assistance, the Britain gov- 
ernment, much to the chagrin of U.S. and 
other diplomats, widely advertised the aid 
increase as a broad endorsement of its 
policies. 

Foreign missions here, which had ■ . wel- 
comed a somewhat greater political freedom 
during the past year, were infuriated when 
the Duvalier government jailed almost all its 
prominent critics just days before the aid 
talks. 

Then, during the donor meeting, Haiti 
engaged in an unusual test of wills with the 
United States by censuring the American 
delegate. When U.S. representative Allan 
Furman began to express concern about the 


“recent deterioration in Haiti's human rights 
environment,” Haitian planning Minister 
Edouard Beirouet immediately cut him 
short. 

human-rights remarks were “not accept- 
able ” said Berrouet, loudly ringing a bell. 
“Please pass to . the technical part of your 
statement" Rather than walk out, the U.S. 
delegate obeyed. 

The confidence of the government, foreign 
analysts agree, comes both from its reading of 
the new, conservative political winds in 
Washington and from assurance of interna- 
tional economic support 

With 90 per cent of its population living 
below the poverty line and two- thirds of its 
land badly eroded, Haiti’s growing popula- 
tion is sometimes described as ODe that is 
“slowly committing mass suicide." 

The douor meetings began more than two 
yean ago in an effort to pressure the govern- 
ment into stemming corruption and changing 
its budget practices to account for the “nearly 
half of government revenues that go into 
“secret’ accounts. The donor countries and 
agencies agree that little has been accomp- 
lished in that direction. 


They have many times threatened to cut off 
the aid that keeps this country afloat, yet 
Haiti’s massive need and their own rules for 
giving to the most desperate cases, have made 
the threats relatively meaningless. The 
United States, Canada, France and West 
Germany, the largest donors, announced 
more projects for 1981, even though they 
privately say that the government badly mis- 
managed its economy and did not keep its 
promises to dean up corruption. 

American aid, wonh$33J2 millionm 1980, 
will be increased with additional food dona- 
tions. Precise details for next year's foreign 
aid were not yet available, but Haiti will get at 
least 20 per cent more than the total $137 
million of international aid it received in 
1 980. This gives its 6 million people the high- 
est per capita assistance in this hemisphere. 

The increase worries many development 
experts who argue that “more compulsive 
giving” is not what Haiti needs and the coun- 
try cannot absorb it. “In 1980, only $70 mil- 
lion or at the most $80 million of the $137 
million in aid corld be absorbed," one know- 
ledgeable foreign -t here said.

Iraqi aide urges Japanese firm

TOKYO, Dec. 26 (P.) — Japan’s vehide 
exports in November increased by 17.3 per 
cent over the same month a year ago but 
showed a 3 3 per ceut decline over October's 
shipments, the Japan Automobile Manufac- 
■Ttireres Association (JAMA) said Thursday. 
JAMA said it was the first time in several 
months that the year-to-year increase had 
fallen below 20 per cent. 

Last Aprirs exports showed a 5 5.1 percent 
jump, 3nd October’s volume a 23.5 per cent 
gain. Passenger car exports amounted to 
323,21 1 units last month, up 13.8 per cent 
from November last year, while exports of 
trucks rose 24.2 per cent to 161,308, and 
those buses totalled 5,648 up 41.7 per cent, 
the association said. 

Shipments to the United States, where 
pressure has growing to restrict Japanese car 
imports, totalled 182 ,44 9, down 6.8 percent, 
JAMA said. Exports to die European 
Economic Community increased 12.3 per 
cent to 64,246, including 27,204 to West 
Germany, up 3 1 .8 per cent, 5,791 to France, 

U.S. policy 

to use food 
as weapon 

CHICAGO, Dec. 26 (R) — Food should 
be used as a political weapon, Ronald 
Reagan's designated secretary of agriculture 
said this week. But John Block, named Mon- 
day to head the agriculture department in the 
Reagan administration; stressed Thursday 
that food should not be singled out and used 
alone. 

He told a press conference in Chicago that 
President Carter's partial grain embargo on 
the Soviet Union in retaliation for interven- 
tion in Afghanistan was a mistake. But he 
said that ending the embargo would be very 
difficult if the Soviet Union in the meantime 
invaded Poland. 

"Should food be used as a weapon or a 
tool?" he asked rhetorically. Food should be, 
could be and wilfbe, however, if s important 
that it not be used alone.” Reagan and his 
Republican Party have publidy committed 
themselves to lifting the embargo. Reagan 
opposed the ban. saying fanners have been 
unfairly singled out to bear the brunt of Pres- 
ident Cartel’s sanctions against Moscow.

Japan to resume 
joint ventures 

TOKYO, Dec. 26 (Agencies) — Iraqi Ofl 
Minister Tayeh Abdul Karim told Japanese 
Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki this week that 
Iraq would welcome any initiative to bring an 
end to the three- month old Iraq- Iran war. 

Karim also asked Suzuki to persuade Japan- 
ese companies to resume Japanese- Iraqi 
joint ventures in Iraq which have been sus- 
pended since the' outbreak of he war. 

Suzuki told the Iraqi minister that it was up 
to the companies to make the move, but he 
would try to recommend the resumption of 
construction work in petrochemical and 
infrastructural plants, officials said. 

Karim, who arrived here Sunday on a 
five-day official visit, met with Suzuki at the 
prime minister’s official residences for about 
30 minutes. 

During the meeting. Prime Minister Suzuki 
urged Iraq to step up efforts to settle the 
Iran-Iraq war at the earliest possible date to 
stabilize the political situatkm in the Middle 
East. Earlier in the day, Karim held talks with 
Japanese Foreign Minister Masayoshi Ito for 
about one hour. 


U.K. brokers say 

Yen most attractive currency 


LONDON, Dec. 26 (AFP) - The yen is 
the most attractive of the major currencies on 
a six to twelve month view, influential Lon- 
don stock brokers Grieveson Grant and Co 
ieport in their latest international investment 
research bulletin. They point out that 
although the dollar recovery bas attracted the 
most attention recently, the “Star Per- 
former'’ has already been the Japanese cur- 
rency, despite a cut in Japanese interest rates 
which are expected to fall further.

TOKYO, Dec. 26 (AFP) — Ford 
Motor Co. of the United States and 
Japan’s Toyo Kogyo Co. have reached a 
broad agreement for the of Ford’s 
“strategic mini cars” with engine 
capacities of 1,000 to 1,200 CCs. the 
economic daily Nihon Keiztd reported Fri- 
day. Toyo Kogyo, has denied the report 
which cited sources involved in the deal. 
The papeT reported that under the agree- 
ment, the fourth largest Japanese auto- 
maker, known for its Mazda cars, will pro- 
duce 150.000 to 200,000 units a year for 
Ford, the world's second-largest auto- 
mobile maker, beginning in the spring of 
1983. 

All these mini cars wiD be turned out at 
its new assembly plant, to be built at Hofu, 
near Hiroshima, where Toyo Kogyo's 
head office is located. 

AH these mini cars will be sold under the 
Ford brand, the paper said. A formal 
agreement on this will be signed Mien 
Ford Chairman Philip Caldwell comes to 
Hiroshima next February, the Nihon 
Kaztri said. 

It also said that Ford will begin mass 
production of the mini cars in the United 
States with supplies erf parts from Toyo 
Kogyo. 

But a spokesman for Toyo Kogyo has 
denied the report, saying that it is imposs- 
ible for his company to start the produc- 
tion of new type of cars in less than two 
years. He said that Toyo Kogyo is building 
a new assembly plant at Hofu with a cost 
of some $120 million with work beginning 
early next year. It will have a monthly 
production capacity of 20.000 units. 

He said that the new plant is to replace 
aging' production facilities as well as to 
handle the assembly of cars to be shipped

Foreign investors 9 dealings 
reach record levels in U.S. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (R) — Dealings in 
American stocks by foreign investors, espe- 
cially from Middle East oil-producing 
nations, readied record levels in the third 
quarter of 1980, according to the Securities 
Industry Association. The association's latest 
. report said total activity of foreigners in U .S. 
stocks hit a record $19.5 billion in the third 
quarter, surpassing $12.5 billion in the sec- 
ond quarter and the previous record of$18 3 
billion set in the first quarter. 

Dealings by investors from oil-producing 
states in the Middle East showed the most 
notable rise, from $962 million in the first 
quarter toil billion in the second and to SI. 7 
billion in the third, the assodati on said. While 
net purchases of U.S. stocks of foreigners 
rose 75 per cent to $713 million in the third 
quarter from the second, the total fell well 
short of the record $2.1 billion in net pur- 
chases in the first quarter. 

The report said Middle Eastern investors 
accounted for more than 98 per cent of 


third-quarter net purchases. 

States included ia the Middle East category 
are Bahrain, Iran. Iraq, Kuwait. Oman, Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab Emirates. Net 
purchases from European Nations fell 80 per 
cent from $352 million in die second quarter 
to 565 million in the third, the report said. 
Only Britain and France were net purchasers 
of equities. Belgium, Lnxumbourg, the 
Netherlands, West Germany and Switzerland 
were net sellers. 

Association analysts attributed most of the 
strength in European net purchases of U.S. 
stocks ro British investors. 

Investment in Britain totaled $545 miUion, 
the second highest quarterly figure in 1979 
and 1 980. They said several influences in Bri- 
tain accounted for this, including the lifting of 
exchange controls, tight monetary policy, 
high interest rates, the pound's strength 
against other currencies — including die dot- 
lar — and a squeeze on corporate profits and 
dividends. 


Pakistan imports from Kuwait 
$530m of finished oil products 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan, Dec. 26 (AP) — 
Pakistan will import $530 million of finished 
oil products from Kuwait, officials said 
Thursday. The imports from Kuwait National 
Petroleum Company (KNPT) for 1981 will 
reach one million metric tons of high speed 
diesel, 400,000 metric tons of kerosene and a 
total of 100,000 metric tons of light speed 
diesel and High Octane Blending Compo- 
nent (HOBC), the officials said.

are so frequent and popular that runners 
"collect” cities as they go from race to race. 

In recent years running has grown in popu- 
larity, but completing a marathon is a far ciy 
from a morning jog round the park. 

Yet in 10 years the New York Marathon 
has grown from a few hundred comped tors to 
almost 15,000 in 1980, with a further 20.000 
refused entry because toe streets are not wide 
enough. Already about 7,000 runners have 
applied fo rentry to toe London race. 

So why do so many people struggle through 
months of training, often marked by injury, 
to tackle toe forbidding distance? 1 have done 
it and here are my answers. 

The first allure lies in toe history of toe 
race. It takes its name fom the site of a battle 
in Greece in 490BC between the Greek and 
Persian armies. Although outnumbered five 
to one, toe Greeks, won a famous victory toe 
invaders into the sea. 

According to Heroditus, the Greek chroni- 
cler, a messenger called Pheidippides spent 
the days before toe battle running to Spam 
150 miles away to seek help for toe Greeks. 

He then fought in the tattle and when it 
was won ran 24 miles (38 km) back to. 
Athens, with toe news before dying from 
sheer exhaustion. 

The legend of Pheidippides was recalled 
when toe ultimate long distance race was set 
for toe Olympic games. At toe London 
Olympics in 1908 the route mapped out from 
the royal residence at Windsor Castle to the 
finishing lme in front of the royal box at toe 
White City Stadium measured 26 miles 385 


yards and that has remained toe official dts-: 
ran cq. 

But despite the intriguing historical back- 
ground. the biggest incentive to run a 
marathon lies in toe challenge of completing 
the distance , of achieving a physical goal most 
people think is beyond their capability. 

In the classic events there is toe added 
bonus of lining up in toe same race as top- 
class athletes, as was the case in New York 
and will be so in London. Maybe the star 
performers will finish hours ahead of toe 
“hackers”, but it was still toe same race. 

* ‘ Whatever your standard, to be able to say 
you completed toe course is toe satisfaction,” 
says Britain's Joyce Smith, at 43 toe world 
third fastest woman marathon runner with a 
time of two hours 30 minutes 27 seconds. 

Smith, though, is dear that not all 
marathon should be open to all-comers and 
she ran her best lime winning in Tokyo this 
year in an event for top women runners only. 

But for the athlete and mere enthusiast 
alike, training is toe key to successful 
marathon running. 

Joyce Smith , who aims to break 2:30:00 in 
1 981 . says she builds up to a race over a 12. 
week period. She averages about 60 to 70 
miles (96-112 km) a week, rising to about 90 
miles (145 km) for about two weeks at peak 
training. 

This indudes running twice a day on some 
days, doing 10x400 meter bursts for speed 
training, and completing 25 miles once 
before toe race.

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Explains stalemate 

Algerian envoy meets hostages 


TEHRAN. Dec. 26 (R) — Algeria's 
ambassador to Iran said Friday he had spent 
nearly 12 hours with the American hostages 
overnight, explaining to them the stalemate 
in negotiations over their release. 

A mbassador Abdelka ri ra Gheraieb. one of 
three Algerians acting as intermediaries bet- 
ween Washington and Tehran, said the 52 
hostages were in good health and their living 
conditions were satisfactory. He said that he 
was leaving for Washington later Friday to 


continue discussions about Iran’s release - 
terms — and also presumably to give the U.S. 
government a first-hand report on the hos- 
tages. who are spending their 14th month in 
captivity. 

Gheraieb, who has been in Algeria for the 
past week, said he flew here Thursday espe- 
cially to see the hostages. The Americans 
were also visited over Christmas by a Vatican 
envoy who reported that their morale was 
high. Asked whether his visit was at his own

Rare turkey dies after laying egg 


LIMA, Peru, Dec. 26 ( AP) - One of the 
world’s rarest birds died this week after lay- 
ing its first egg in captivity. Gustavo del Sol- 
argp. a big game hunter and wildlife preser- 
vationist. said his pet white- winged guan, a 
type of turkey, died Monday on his ranch in 
north^Peru. 

He 'said the bird had hemorThaged after 
laying an egg four days earlier. Del Solar and 
Professor John O’Neil] of the University of 
Lousiana startled orinthologists in 1977 by 


discovering several dozen white-winged 
guansPene/cpe albipenms, which naturalists 
had considered extinct for 100 years. A 
recent count of the birds in northern Peru 
sponsored by the New York Zoological Soci- 
ety revealed there are only between 49 and 
62 of the guans left 

The one being raised by Del Solar was 
purchased from a farmer when it was a chick 
in April of 1978. 


Bomb destroys Zurich airport radar installation 


ZURICH. Dec. 26 (AP) — A bomb 
exploded Thursday at a Zurich airport, des- 
troying a radar installations but causing no 
injuries, police said. Graffiti found nearby 
could connect the blast to small groups of 
Swiss youths who went on a midtown ram- 
page Wednesday night, police said. 

Ami-riot police squads used tear gas and 


rubber bullets to break up the Christmas eve 
rioting as demonstrators threw broken glass 
and rocks at police. Two demonstrators and 
one policeman suffered minor injuries and 64 
demonstrators were arrested. Twelve 
demonstrators, including one foreigner who 
was not identified, remained in custody on 
Thursday, authorities said.

Iran 
wants S24 billion from the United States to 
guarantee the return of impounded assets 
and the wealth of the late Shah. Gheraieb 

also sakl he could not say where he saw the hos- 
tages. “I can't say under wfaat conditions I 
saw them. The main thing is I saw them and 
that they are all right.” 

Iranian state television which showed a few 
seconds of film of the hostages Thursday said 
the film was shot in Tehran — the first time in 
months the hostages’ location had been men- 
tioned. 

Computers 
to foretell 
quake damage 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP) — 
Engineers have developed a computer prog- 
ram model to estimate how much damage a 
build ing will sustain - in ao earthquake, as 
well as to assess the damage to a structure 
that already has ridden out a tremor. 

The National Science Foundation said 
Sunday that the program it funded, called 
Damage, is designed to help building and 
safety officials assess the integrity of struc- 
tures in quake-prone areas and leant of dam- 
age that may not be obvious in buildings in 
areas where quakes have occurred. 

The J.H. Wiggins Co. of Redondo Beach, 
California, developed the ' computer prog- 
ram. It looks at potential damage throughout 
an entire structure, as well as each floor of it, 
caused by quaices of varying intensity. 

‘ ‘ This is the first tool of its kind available to 
engineers or any person interested in know- 
ing the damageability of structures on a 
story- by- story basis,” said Dr. John Wiggins, 
president of the firm and chief researcher on 
the project. 

To develop the program, data on building 
damage was gathered from past earthquakes 
and combined with the judgments of struc- 
tural engineers with experience in quake 
damage, the researchers said. 

This involved considering such things as 
size, age, building material, construction 
techniques, structural supports and site 
characteristics.

By publishing detailed maps of the cap- 
tured area, setting up civilian government 
services near Khorramshahr and publiring 
demands for self-rule by the ethnic Arab 
population of Khuzestan, Iraq has shown in 
the past month that it is preparing for a long 
occupation. 

The latest map, published in the official 
press Thursday, shows Iraqi troops holding a 
320 kilometers front through Khuzestan, 
occupying about one-third of the province.

The only major towns in the occupied 
area are Khorramshahr, captured after weeks 
of fierce fighting, and Susangerd, where Ira- 
nians are still holding out. 

Reporters who visited the front recently 
found it deep in mud under the first week of 
winter rain and echoing with intermittent 
artillery exchanges. The Iranian air force is 
still airborne and diplomats report it raided 
the major Iraqi town of Al- Amarah four days 
ago.

Soviets, Poles hit meddling 


MOSCOW, Dec. 26 (R) — Soviet and Pol- 
ish leaders denounced Friday what they cal- 
led efforts by imperialists and reactionaries to 
subvert Communist rule in Poland and inter- 
fere in its relationship with ocher countries of 
the East Bloc. 

The denunciation, dearly aimed at the 
Wesf s NATO alliance, came in a statement 
issued after a meeting between President 
Leonid Brezhnev and Polish Foreign Minis- 
ter Jozef Czyrek, who arrived in Moscow 
Thursday n ig h t on an official visit. The dis- 
cussions were the first at top level between 
Moscow and Warsaw since NATO foreign 
ministers issued a warning this month that 
sweeping sanctions would be applied if Mos- 
cow intervened in Poland's political and 
economic crisis. 

At the same time, the Communist Party 
organ Pravda — in an abide specifically 
linked to Poland — said Friday there was no 
ground for strikes in Communist countries 
and argued that when they occurred they only 
helped “anti-socialist forces.” 

The artide, presented as a theoretical 
exposition of the role of trade unions in 
Communist states, was a dear expression of 
Moscow concern over trends in die Polish 
labor movement and the platform of the 
independent trade union. Solidarity. 

Without mentioning Solidarity, Pravda 
said that the slogan of "independent trade 
unions" had been advanced in the early days 
of Soviet rule by anti 7 sodalist forces —

5,000 held

NEW DELHI. Dec. 26 (R) — Some 
India's top opposition leaders were among 
more than 5,000 people arrested Friday for 
taking panin a protest march by farmers in 
the western state of Maharashira, the Press 
Trust of India (PTfi reported. 

Former Industries Minister George Fer- 
nandes, former chief ministers of Bihar, 
Haryana and Maharashtra states, and Rajesh- 
war Rao of the Communist Pam of India 
were among those held in Nagpur, Leaders of 
six opposition parties were heading the 
march, which came to an end after a 
kilometer trek across Maharashtra to 
demand higher crop prices. 

The march took place despite a ban and 
various efforts by the state government to 
prevent it over the past few days. Police and 
protestors scuffled and some people were 
injured when police baton-charged demons- 
trators to disperse them. PT1 said. 

The opposition leaders originally planned 
to present their demand for higher onion, 
sugar and cotton prices to the state assembly. 
But Prime Minister Indira Gandhf s Congress 
Party, which also rules Maharashtra, had the 
assembly session curtailed by a week to avoid 
a confrontation. 

The farmers, escaping police pickets al the 
city’s various entry points, reached Nabpur 
on the last day of the curtailed session, which 
was then abruptly adjourned as opposition 
members walked out. PT1 said the opposition 
leaders and other detainees were taken to a 
temporary prison and it was not immediately 
known when the authorities plan to free 
them. 

Trial adjournment 
blamed on Jiang 

PEKING, Dec. 26 (R) — Communist 
China's special court remained in recess Fri- 
day after what Chinese sources described as 
angry outbursts by Mao Tsc-tungY uiJn* 
Jiang Qing on Wednesday. The court had 
adjourned without completing the 
summing-up of charges against Jiang Oing. 
the last stage before the verdicts and sen- 
tences are passed. 

The summing-up has already been com- 
pleted for the nine other defendants, all 
accused of crimes committed during the 
Maoist Cultural Revolution of 1966-76. 
Sources said that Jiang Oing. who had previ- 
ously been marched out of court for shouting 
at a witness and the judges, continued her 
outbrusts on Wednesday. The sources antici- 
pated that the prosecution would call for a 
death sentence on hang Oing. who is 
reported to have told the court she acted 
during the Cultural Revolution at Mao's 
behest.
